Thirty-seven tow calls over a six-day 
period is enough to drive any mechanic 
mad — especiallly ii they ar&.cul in sub¬ 
zero temperatures. 

For Staff Sergeant Ron Sales of Winni¬ 
peg and Edmonton, and orporal Cecil Poin¬ 
ter of Avone-a, Sask., both of the Royal 
Canadian Mechanical and Eiec-rical En¬ 
gineers, this was routine.

THINGS ARE TOUGH 
ALL OVER 

German girls wishing to take advantage 
of leap year are finding a smaller market 
of marriageable men in Canada's NATO 
brigade these days. 

A survey of the vital statistics of the 
4th Canadian Infantry Brigade Group 
seems to indicate that Canadian soldiers 
are taking to double harness and raising 
families in greater numbers with each pas¬ 
sing year. 

Last September, before rotation of two- 
thirds of the brigade began, there was a 
total of nearly 13,000 soldiers, wives and 
children living in or near the nine Canad¬ 
ian Army camps. The replacements that 
arrived in Germany last fall has increased 
this population by some 800 to the pres¬ 
ent total of nearly 14,000. 

More than half of the 5,500 man force 
is married. All but 160 of the 2,990 mar¬ 
ried soldiers have their wives with them 
in Germany, and they have raised over 
5,500 children. 

Figures for this ninth year of Canadian 
Army service in Europe under NATO show 
that more soldiers are renting accommo¬ 
dation from German landlords than ever 
before. A total of 1,250 Army wives and 
their 1,350 childern live in civilian dwel¬ 
lings located in towns and villages thru- 
out the brigade area. 

The remaining 5,560 wives and children 
reside in Army controlled married quar¬ 
ters at Soest, Werl, Hemer and Unna. 

A survey of the "hearts and flowers" 
figuers showed that 42 per cent of the 
members of the 2nd Canadian Brigade sta¬ 
tioned in Germany in 1955-57 were mar¬ 
ried. The 4th Brigade which replaced it 
in the fall of 1957 raised the level to 48 
per cent. 

The current count has revealed that 54 
per cent of the members of the present 
NATO brigade are married. 

Bachelor officers, in particular, are be¬ 
coming a rare breed. The records show 
that only 43 male officers (about 12 per 
cent of the total) in the brigade are avail-1

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LAWNS 

Over the next three issues it is hoped 
to provide readers of this Corner with a 
few helpful hints on lawns, gardens, flow¬ 
ers and trees. As we can work on our 
lawns early in the spring, this first article 
will provide a few hint on lawn care. 

Authorities estimate that over 50% of 
the funds and effort expended each year 
on our Canadian home lawns is wasted. 
Many common practices are even injurious 
to lawns rather than beneficial. Some of 
the common errors and newer practices 
are explained in this article to assist the 
readers in developing a better lawn. 

No part of our beautification programme 
will contribute more to the beauty of the 
home grounds than a good lawn. 

Dressing 

Established lawns may be improved by 
applying a very thin dressing of top soil. 
Not over half an inch of good top soil 
may be evenly raked into a lawn. This 
should stimulate grass growth and im¬ 
prove the soil texture. 

Before applying a top dressisg the lawn 
should be raked. Use an iron garden 
rake, raking first one way and then the 
other way. This removes the dead grass 
and reopens the surface to permit air to 
enter. 

Mowing 

Regular mowing at frequent intervals 
is required to maintain a good turf. The 
frequency of mowing should be gauged 
to the rate of growth rather than the day 
of the week. 

When mown at a height of IV 2 " - 2" 
lawn grasses will compete favourably 
with weeds. Mowing grass too short may 
damage the root crowns and thus rob 
the plant of its food manufacturing capa¬ 
city and its ability to renew growth. 

Efficient cutting at the proper height j 
can only be attained with a well adjusted | 
and sharp lawnmower. Torn or bruised 
grass blades dry up and turn brown with 
the entire lawn taking on a seared ap¬ 
pearance. 

Grass clippings are beneficial and should 
be left on the lawn unless they are in 
a very thick layer. 

In shaded locations grass should be cut 
less frequently or at a height at least one 
inch above the cutting height of open 
lawns. 

Watering 

The moisture requirements of established 
lawns will depend to a large extent on 
the soil on which the grass is growing. 
Heavy soils require much less water than 
the lighter andy types. Generally speak¬ 
ing, however, all lawns should be given 
infrequent heavy soaking rather than fre¬ 
quent light ones. Frequent light watering 
encourages surface rooting, whereas the 
ideal watering system provides sufficient 
water, at each application, to penehate 
to a depth of from 4-6 inches. 

Most grasses grow vigorously during the 
spring and fall and are semi-dormant dur¬ 
ing hot summer weather. Some browning 
of the grass during the hot weather should 
cause no alarm. 

Fertilizing 

In our area a spring application of fer¬ 
tilizer is preferable to a fall application. 
All our lawns will benefit from an appli¬ 
cation of fertilizer containing a high per¬ 
centage of nitrogen at this time of the 
year. (The first figure in the fertilizer for- 


Gardeners 

mula indicates the percentage of nitrogen, 
the second phosphorus and the third pot¬ 
ash). 

Fertilizers are spread on dry lawns. If 
fertilizer is applied on a lawn wet with 
dew or rain, the grass may suffer chem¬ 
ical burns. Commercial fertilizers must be 
used carefully because excessive amounts 
or incorrect methods of application can 
cause damage. 

The spreading can be done very satis¬ 
factorily by hand although some people 
j prefer a mechanical spreader. In order 
to ensure uniformity of application it is 
, usually best to divide the fertilizer to be 
used into two or three portions. 

Immediately after the spreading of fer¬ 
tilizer on a lawn, a generous watering 
should be given. A good rain or shower 
is even better! 

Vveea Control 

Dandelions and many, other broad-leaved 
weeas can be effectively controlled in 
lawns with 2, 4-D. 

The chemical must be applied carefully, 
however, to prevent damage to susceptible 
plants such as trees, shrubs, flowers and 
vegetables. It should be apphed only on 
a calm day, and the spray kept under 
control at all times. Best results are ob¬ 
tainable if the 2, 4-D is applied when the 
grass is dry and air temperature is 65 
aegrees or above. Time of application 
is also an important factor. Weeds are 
more easily killed if the treatment is,given 
during the latter half of May or first week 
in June. It is not advisable to use 2, 4-D 
after that time. 

Rates of application and other direc¬ 
tions are piven on containers prepared 
especially for lawn use. These directions 
should be followed carefully. 

After applying 2,4-D, don't water the 
grass for a least 24 hours nor mow for 
at least 3 days. Sprayers or other equip¬ 
ment used in applying 2.4-D should be 
kept solely for that puropse. 

Bare Spots 

Lawns sometimes become poor in places 
due to packing of the soil. Poor growth 
of grass in such places is at least partly 
due to air not getting into the soil suffi¬ 
ciently well to promote good soil activity. 
Improvement of such lawn areas withouot 
digging up the grass is difficult. 

There are special tools made for loosen¬ 
ing soils but very few of us have them. 
Cores of soil, however, can be removed 
by using a sharpened piece of pipe 1" 
to lM>" in diameter. Holes made 6" - 12" 
apart and at a depth of 6" - 15' will 
soon fill with grass roots if the area is 
kept watered.
